InspUe of the poor condition of 
the roads due to snow drifting, a 
fairly good attendance of rate-pay¬ 
ors was present at the Municipal 
District of v Vulcan No. 29 annual 
meeting held in the I.O.O.F. Hall 
Vulcan on Saturday afternoon 
February 19th. Mr. A. J. Maisey, 
returning officer, presided and 
about 60 rate-payers were present 

The general feeling of the meet¬ 
ing was that the Municipal Dist¬ 
rict continues to maintain it& re¬ 
cord of providing road service and 
maintenance which is unsurpassed 
in the Province. Reading of the 
financial statement revealed that 
the 1948 deficit was $37,000.00, and 
Revenue surplus credits amounted 
to $7,000. leaving a net deficit of 
$30,000.00 which was brought a- 
bout by over expenditure due to 
additional purchases of road mach¬ 
inery. The District acquired a gra¬ 
vel crusher at a cost of $25,000.00 
and is was reported that this ma¬ 
chine saved the District 50% of 
its cost in the amount of gravel 
crushed. The gravelling program 
comprised some 25,000 yards on 37 
miles. 

Secretary-Treasurer Mr. D. D. 
McQueen drew attention to the 
amount of uncollected taxes at the 
end of the year 1948. The amount 
unpaid was $13,007.28 which is • 
considered to be a record and the 
lowest of any Municipal District 
in the Province. Collections last 
year were 103% of the levy. 99.3% 
of the 1948 levy was paid. 

A motion was passed asking that 
the council publish in the local 
puper, proceedings of the council 
meetings with matters of a private 
nature being omitted. 

At 4.00 o’clock the returning of¬ 
ficer announced the result of the

will find statement of the Revenue 
and Expenditure for the year. This 
statement contains the information 
in respect to the amount of Rev¬ 
enue available and its source, and 
the manner in which that revenue 
was •fcpent. You will note that the 
expenditures exceeded the revenue 
by the sum of $37,013.03. On the 
face of it, this is not a very de¬ 
sirable situation, and the.policy of 
continuing to spend more than our 
income cannot continue. The year’s 
deficit, however, is not a loss to 
the District in its real sense, as 
we acquired $58,000.00 more road 
machinery than we did last year, 
in addition to the extra service 
supplied to our residents, and the 
larger amount of road improve¬ 
ments made by the overspending. 

The extra-ordinary amount of 
snow last winter and the subse¬ 
quent disastrous amount of wash¬ 
out damage caused by the heavy 
runoff upset the District's budget 
to a great extent, and was some¬ 
thing that could not be forseen 
We were faced with these expen¬ 
ditures which had to be made. The 
cost of snow removal last ye'ar 
was $12,000.00. We spent $23,000.00 
for material such as lumber for 
culverts, and new steel culverts 
and cement bridges in addition to 
the labor and machinery costs of 
installing these culverts and mak¬ 
ing fills on roads which had been 
washed out. The District would 
not have been able to cope with 
this problem had we not been able 
to purchase two new TD 18 Trac¬ 
tors equipped with bulldozers. 

The amount spent on the pur-" 
chase of new machinery exceeded 
our budget figures by $38,000.00, 
which is in itself responsible for 
our over-expenditure. In addition 
to the new tractors just mentioned 
which cost approximately $30,000. 
00, we purchased a new Cedar 
Rapids Gravel Crusher at a cost 
of $25,700.00. We gravvller 36 miles 
of new road and ' re-gravelled 
10 miles. To do this we crushed 
slightly over 25,000 cubic yards of 
gravel and saved 50 cents per yard. 
O is estimated- that we saved half 
of the price of the crusher this 
last year. We believe that this In¬ 
vestment.is a wise one for the Dis¬ 
trict. It will make it possible for 
us to continue our policy of grav¬ 
elling roads each year, and the 
number of miles will be greater 
for the same amount of money. 

Our total public works expend¬ 
iture was $133,500.00 which Is 
more than the District has spent

Meeting Discusses 
Inclusion Agreem’t 
With Foothills Div. 


About fifty interested persons ' 
attended a meeting in the I.O.O.F. 
hall Wednesday evening of this 
week, when H. E. Balfour, Dir- 
rector of School Administration' 
for the Province of Alberta, was 
present to more fully, explain the 
agreement whereby the Vulcan 
School District will be included in 
. the Foothills School Division. 

Referring to the matter of town 
districts generally benefitting by 
joining the large school divisions, 
Mr. Balfour stated that more than 
half the towns and two-thirds the 
villages in Alberta are now part of 
such Urge divisions. 

The smaller school districts are 
generally only able to offer purely 
academic courses, and the greater 
financial resources of the divis¬ 
ions, coupled with the larger num¬ 
ber of studenU brought into the 
high schools, have made it possible 
in many cases to add vocational 
courses. The* standard of education¬ 
al service offered in town schools 
hte generally been raised by in- 
£l#ion of such schools in a large 
division, said Mr. Balfour, and it 
is significant that of all the town 
schools joining the divisions none 
have tried to withdraw. 

The questiop was put: “How 
long does the additional requisit¬ 
ion ($8,000) carry on, and if the 
provincial government school 
grants are increased will the re¬ 
quisition be reduced accordingly?" 
In answer to this Mr. Balfour 
stated that the agreement can be 
amended at any time by mutual 
agreement or by arbitration at the 
end of three years. 

Another question: “If vocational 
subjects are added to the curricu¬ 
lum, what about the child who 
wishes to take purely academic 
coursese?” Mr. Balfour assured 
the questioner that there was no 
danger of the academic standard 
being lowered, that it would still 
be possible to gain a full year's w 
credit with purely academic cours¬ 
es. 

General approval of the School 
Board's action is entering into the 
inclusion agreement was evident 
at the meeting.

What should 
It do to preserve the overseas market and what 
is going to happen to agriculture if we fail? 

There doesn’t seem to be much doubt that, bar¬ 
ring unforseen circumstances, we are going to face 
a difficult period beginning a year from now. That 
simply means that the forward-looking farmer In 
this country is going to try to consolidate his gains 
this year so that he will he in a position to with¬ 
stand the pressure which may come a year from 
now. It means getting out of debt. It means piling 
tip a backlog of savings. It means that the whole 
financial position of the farmer especially the wheat 
grower should be made as safe as possible In 1949. 
It means eschewing obligations which might come 
to rest upon us like the debts we had to bear in 
the thirties. 

We have no dpubt that in the long run the w orld 
will need the food Canada has to spare. But until 
, the world learns once more how to trade there may 
be periods of great difficulty.

been obtained by the use of non¬ 
sucking lilacs, hawthorns, nad oth¬ 
er berry shrubs. In addition to pro¬ 
viding excellent wind breaks to 
prevent drifting of snow over 
highways, the berry hashes supply 
winter feed for native grouse, 
pheasants and other birds. 

Experience has shown in Man¬ 
itoba that the hedges should be 
placed at least 125 feet from the 
limit of the right-of-way. In cert¬ 
ain cases where there are serious 
cuts in the road, it has been found 
best to place them. 200 feet back. 

Planted parallel to east-west 
highways, the hedges provide per¬ 
fect road protection. However in 
the case of north-south roads they 
are much less useful. They tend, 
in that case to become funnels 
that create snow drifts across 
highways.

planting of periodic east-west hed¬ 
ges to break the wind? 

Getting the support of the farm¬ 
ers along the highways was a 
major problem in Manitoba. The 
farmers claimed that the hedges 
caught and held so much snow 
in winter that the land between 
the hedges and the highway could 
not be planted in the spring. This 
argument has been met by demon¬ 
strating that the hedges provide a 
most desirable area for growing 
leed| and hoe crops which can be 
planted later. Crop production on 
the hedge protected area is al¬ 
most a certainty. 

To compensate farmers for the 
land taken by the hedge, farm¬ 
ers are permitted to crop the road 
allowance. The farmers get more 
land to plant instead of less while 
the highway department benefits 
by having its road edge kept neat 
and trim. 

The cost of construction of the 
hedges is small. The first cost, for 
shipping charges, works out to 
cnly one tenth of n cent per foot. 
Cultivating and trimming the hed¬ 
ges costs about 1.4 cents per foot 
per year. As the hedges mature 
the cost of maintenance drops. 

To produce the best hedge, the 
first year's growth is trimmed 
back 50 per cent. Similarly in Ilia 
next two years the new growth is 
also cut back by half. This forces 
the plants to produce more branch¬ 
es near the base and makes the 
mature hedge a much better wind¬ 
break.

Ir* the United States wage rates 


of labour went up over 50 per 
cent since the early war years. 
Walter H. Wilcox, professor of 
agricultural economics at the Un¬ 
iversity of Wisconsin, says that 
studies show that on balance even 
these wage increases effect the 
farmers favourably. Higher wages 
step up the demand for farm pro¬ 
ducts right away. It may take 
sewral months or years before the 
higher wages are fully reflected in 
the cost of things farmers buy. 

.The United States, with an ec¬ 
onomy that is more self-contained 
than that of any other world nat¬ 
ion, is in an advantageous position 
in that respect. The national in¬ 
come averages approximately $1, 
500 per capita per year. In Canada 
the average per capita income on 
a national basis is around $1,100. 

The dilemma of the Western 
Canadian farmer lies in the fact 
that the| bulk of his production in 
wheat particularly must be ex¬ 
ported, mainly to Europe. His 
customers there have low incomes. 
It is estimated that the average 
annual income of Western Europ¬ 
ean nations participating in the 
Marshall Plan is $300. The aim of 
the Marshait Plan is to increase 
that figure to $500 per annum.

an understanding of the Canadian 
way of life, Hon. Humphrey Mit¬ 
chell, Minister of Labour, stated 
today.

March of Books To Aid 
War-damaged Libraries 


If it were possible to assemble 
all the hooks detroyed oil lost due 
to World War II, they would fill 
two unbroken shelves from Ot¬ 
tawa' to Toronto, with enough left 
over to cover Parliament Hill. 

The destruction of books and lib¬ 
raries was one of the declared 
Nazi policies during World War II 
and their ransacking of European 
literature began at home when 
they burred the works of Einstein, 
Heine, Mann, Freud, Gorki, Dreiser 
and Sehnitzler. The libraries were 
geared to the Nazi propaganda 
machine to goose-step the intel- 


over the world contributed to its 
reconstruction. 

Between' the two world wars 
this Belgian library became world 
famous for its special collections 
and periodicals on science. Then 
disaster struck for the second time 
in 1940. A German battery of art- 
tillery singled out this buildnig, 
pouring shell after shell into the 
towers’ and stacks until it was re¬ 
duced to a twisted steel frame fil¬ 
led with burned and rnin sodden 
books. 

Ironically enough, the Germans 
were making deliveries to the Lou¬ 
vain UmVersity Library right up 
to the eve of the invasion of Bel-

the will of the Fuehrer you are to 
be a society of peasants and work¬ 
ers—you will not need a cultural 
class or education—your country 
must be made an intellectual des¬ 
ert." 

With the formation of a Special 
Service Battalion, the Nazi sys¬ 
tematically ransacked the liter¬ 
ature of Europe. The Slav count¬ 
ries and the Balkans, Norway, 
France, Italy and Greece, all suf¬ 
fered the purge of their literature. 
More than 55 million volumes 
vanished from the Ukruine alone. 

In 1914 the Germans smashed 
the library of the University of 
Louvain in Belgium. In 1940 the 
Nazis smashed it again. This mag¬ 
nificent institution was the only 
major library that suffered sever¬ 
ely during World War I. The prin¬ 
ciple of its restoration was so im¬ 
portant that is was included in 
the Versailles Treaty. 

When the Germans signed this 
historic document they pledged 
themselves to restore 'nanuscripts, 
books and other collections equal 
in number and value to those des¬ 
troyed. Universities and schools all 


reconstruction—the rebuilding of 
the mind and the intellect. With¬ 
out it there can be no real or last¬ 
ing reconstruction. No lasting 
peace. 

In all the war tortured count¬ 
ries those who spent their energy 
fighting the enemy returned to 
find their libraries exposed to 
and roofless daylight. Rain and sun 
came through the gaping walls and 
fell on the pulpy remains of books 
and manuscripts and broken files. 

The people drove their under¬ 
nourished bodies to the task of re¬ 
building. But wheat, coal, timber, 
machinery and food—they were all 
in short supply; how could the lib¬ 
rarian get his steel stacks, index 
cards and books in the face of such 
shortages? Without paper they 
could not print books and without 
American dollars they could not 
buy them. 

Not all the damage was done by 
the Nazi. Our airmen and soldiers 
left miles of wreckage in their 
trail. We can only justify our de¬ 
struction of libraries, museums and 
monasteries by our reconstruction 


FLAX FOR 
DIVERSIFICATION 

Agricultural experts contend ex¬ 
perienced flax growers should al¬ 
locate at least some of their .in¬ 
tended acreage this spring to flax, 
in order to diversify production 
and be in a position to take ad¬ 
vantage of any change in the flax 
supply situation this year. 

Divebsified production of crops 
suitable for the land under cult¬ 
ivation often gives a grower an 
advantage over other farmers who 
follow prevailing acreage trends. 
These are several seasons on re¬ 
cord where conditions have been 
unfavourable for wheat and other 
cereal crops, but satisfactory as 
far as flax production is concerned. 
Increased yields of some crops can 
make up for lowered returns from 
others. — 

It should be noted also that with 
lecommended and tested varieties 
and new methods of culture,, most 
ot the hazards - connected with 
growing flax have been removed. 
The judicious use of weed killers 
hns made a constructive contri¬ 
bution in increasing yields which 
on the prairies have risen from 
0 bushels an acre in 1943 to over 
9 bushels an acre in 1948. 

The world flax supply situation 
is worthy of study before making 
decisions on flax acreage. It is 
true that substantial supplies are 
available for export in two lead-- 
ing flax producing countries, the 
United States and Canada. On the 
other hand, in Argentina, another 
major linseed exporter, the*flax 
crop this season^ has been sharply 
.reduced by drought and frost. 

It should be noted the United 
States consumes large quantities 
ot this essential commodity and a 
poor growing season in that coun¬ 
try this year would result in heavy 
demands on any surplus. 

It is felt by the Flax Improve¬ 
ment Committee that fatmers who 
have given close study to the grow¬ 
ing ol flax should plan to grow 
some acreage this spring. This 
would conform to the approved 
policy in the United States, where 
Is has been found that experienced 
flax growers steadily increased 
yields and cash returns by adopt¬ 
ing modern methods of cultivat¬ 
ion and the use of recommended 
varieties.

WINTER CARE 
OF BROOD SOWS: 

The care and feeding of brood 
sows during the winter has con¬ 
siderable bearing on the success of 
the spring litters. While the 
housing need not be expensive or 
elaborate, it is important that it 
be tvasonably warn) and dry, 
clean und well ventilated. A sim¬ 
ple shelter of |k>1cs and straw will 
suffice if it is located on a well 
drained site, is free from draughts 
arid - sufficiently 'well built to pro¬ 
tect the sows from the weather. 

Exercise is important and for 
this leason it is best to have the 
sleeping quarters some distance 
from the feed troughs so that the 
sows will have to walk back and 
forth to eat. Sows which become 
too fat through, insufficient exer¬ 
cise are likely to produce small 
litters ot weak pigs. They are alSb 
inclined to be clumsy, with the re¬ 
sult that they often step on their 
pigs or lie on them, 

The farmer should govern the 
amounts fed to the sows so that 
a good medium condition may be 
maintained. Two parts of gWAind 
oats and one part each of ground 
barley and wheat provide satis¬ 
factory grain ration. To this should 
be added a good protein source, 
such as skim milk or buttermilk 
which may be fed at the rate of 
10 to 15 pound^ per sow daily. 
However, if these are not avail- 
aole, then tankage or a commer¬ 
cial protein mineral • supplement 
may be used at 8 per cent or 10 
per cent of the grain ration. 

Minerals are very important in 
the sow's ration, being essential 
for bone fotmation in the litters 
and for the other body functions. 
A mixture of e<|ual parts of ground 
limestone and iodized salt is us- 
lally satisfactory and may be in¬ 
cluded in the grain ration at the 
rate of 2 per cent. In iodine-de- 
ficiept areas, it i« important that 
the sow be provided with this min¬ 
imi in order to nrevent the birth 
of hairless litters. One ounce of 
potassium iodine,crystals may be 
dissolved in one gallon of water 
and a tablespoontul per sow daily 
of this solution should be mixed 
in the feed tor drinking water. 
This treatment should commence 
shortly after the sow is bred. 

Vitamins A and D are very im¬ 
portant and may be obtained 
either from high quality clover or 
alfalfa hay or rrom a standard 
feeding oil such as-cod liver oil. 
Crude rod liver oil may be ob¬ 
tained from nnv drug store and 
fvd at. the rate of one tablespoon¬ 
tul per sow daily during the gest- 
t at ion period. 

A Pamphlet is now available at 
the District Agriculturist’s Office 
on Field Crop Varieties for Alta, 
for 1949 as recommended by The 
Alberta Varietal Zonation Com¬ 
mittee. In view of recent changes 
made, we would be glad to have 
you cal! and get your copy. .
